IT WAS A STORMY GATHERING. 


Detailed Account of the Exciting Scenes at 
the First Meeting. 

Lonpon, Dec. 6.—At the opening of the 
meeting of the Irish Parliamentary party to- 
Mr, Parnell said they were ascem- 
ed. to receive the report of the dele- 
gates on the conference with Mr. 
Gl e. Mr. Kenny proposed that 
the delegates retire to prepare their report. 
Mr. Healy said there was no necessity to re- 
tire as the delegates had agreed on the matter. 
He opposed any further suspension of the 
proceedings. A resolutionthat the delegates 
retire to prepare their report was put and de- 
feated by a vote of 34 to 25. 

Mr. Healy then proposed that all the com- 
munications which had passed between the

leaders be read. After a prolonged squabble 
over this proposa: Mr. Healy moved that 
the Chairman read the whole of 
the documents bearing on the position. 
Mr. Parnell objected. He insisted that the 
de prepare a report of their interview 
with Mr. Gladstone and submit it to the meet- 
ing. This course, he said, was absolutely neces- 
sary.in order to.put the public in possession 


‘of all the facta. This caused a heated debate. 


Mr. Sexton finally said that he and his friends 
felt that these intolerable proceedings should 
be brought to a close, if not by the ac- 
tion of the Chair by some other 
means.

After a brief adjournment Mr. Redmond 
read the report of the delegates, including let- 
ters of Sir William Vernon Harcourt 
and Mr. Morley, referring them to: Mr. 
Gladstone as the sole ‘leader of the 
Liberals, empowered to speak in 
the name of the party, the letter of Mr, Glad- 
stone declining a joint consideration of the 
questions that the delegates might submit to 
him in combination with his colleagues, and, 
finally, Mr. Gladstone’s last letter to the Irish 
Parliamentary caucus. Atthe conclusion of the 
reading of the report there was a-scene of 
great confusion. Mr. Abraham and Mr. John

Ministers in Various Churches Will Today 
Announce His Disappearance to Their

Company — Manager Gibson’s Charges 
Against ex-Manager Briscoe—The Con- 
cern May Resume Business Temporarily. 
Theories asto the cause of the disappear- 
ance of Berjamin H. Campbell are constantly 
being brought forward, but none of them 
have as yet brought about any satisfactory re- 
sult. In fact, no new clew to the whereabouts 


of the missing man has been discovered, 
| though the search has been kept up as dili- 


gently as ever. The circulars prepared by the 
family have been sent out broadcast, but up to 
the present time have been productive of no 
result. Besides the thousanas given to the po- 
lice, @ large number were sent out last 
night by various express companies 
to their agents, who will be notified to keep a 
sharp lookout for any one answering the de- 
scription of the missing man. Today many 
of the ministers in the city, both in the Prot- 
estant and Catholic churches, will read no- 
tices of the disappearance of Mr. Campbell 
to their congregations. In this way it is hoped 
toreach many persons who would pay but little 
attention to the publicity given the case in the 
newspapers. 

The police are still keeping up their house 
to house search on the North Side. They have 
greatly the district that they first 
thought it probable that Mr. Campbell might 
have taken refuge in, and. are now 
visiting the houses as far north as the old 
city limits. In addition to this search the 
work of dragging the river and the slips about 
the North Pier is being continued, but without 
result. The family still cling to the theory 
that Mr. Campbell is not dead, but that he is 
hiding somewhere for some imaginary rea- 
son, and he will eventually be tound alive and

STOPPAGE WOULD CAUSE LOSS. 


An Effort to Continue the Business of the 


Chicago Safe and Leck Company. 

It is the intention of Assignee Burley to ap- 
ply for an order of the court tomorrow or 
Tuesday authorizing him to continue the busi- 
ness of the Chicago Safe and Lock company 


‘temporarily. There are several large con- 


tracts aggregating thousands of dollars, some 
of which have been partially completed. 
These Mr. Burley will ask permission to fill. 
To suddenly terminate the affairs of the com- 
pany at this juncture would be to apply the 
knife to the interests of creditors and stock- 
holders alike. 

The advisability of continuing the business 
is also being considered, but of course no plan 
inthis direction has been decided upon. The 
present order of business is so far as may be 


epossible to ascertain the relative positions of 


the rhissing President, B. H. Campbell, and 
the Safe and Lock company. 

In addition to the card placed 
of the company’s office Friday, at No. 51 
Dearborn street, announcing the assignment 
of the concern to Clarence A. Burley, ahother 
placard was pasted in the window yesterday. 
The new paper bore the following concise, 
but, from an orthugraphical pomt of view, 
discouraging statement: 

> “CLOSED—TAKING AN 
ENVOICE, - 


\, From early morning until late last evening 


Assignee Burley and the office force of the 
company were engaged on the books and in 
taking an account of stock. Mr. Burley was 


seen last night just before leaving for his} 
home. He could not, or did not care to give~ 


any detailed information relative to the affairs 
of the company. Nothing was developed, 
however, to. alter the approximate as- 
sets from the original figure—$700,000—and 
the same may be said of the liabilities, which 
are estimated at $600,000. The pay-roll for 
last week amounts to about $1,000. The 
claims for labor are preferred under the stat- 
utes and will be paid in full. Up toa short 
time ago the force of men employed by the 
company numbered about 250. The number 
was largely decreased once before and once 
since Mr. Campbell’s disappearance. Al- 
though H. B. Gibson has been the business 
manager of the house since last January, 
Augustus H. Campbell was the principal head, 
representing his father’s large interests in it. 

B. H. Campbell, whose office was No.3 
Union Building, did not care to give his close 
personal attention to his affairs, both by rea- 
son of his age and because he intended that 
his son should succeed him, and desired that 
the younger Mr. Campbell should familiarize 
himself fully with -the- property interests he 
would one day own. 

Besides an immense stock of safes and locks 
already manufactured, the assignee has come 
into a large quantity of steel plate and other 
materials used in safe building. The milis at 
Waukegan fm their present unfinished con- 
dition are listed at $30,000. sae 

“One difficulty I can foresee,” said Mr. 
Burley, “‘ is the trouble of fixing the values on 
the different items of ‘assets. The schedule 
will not be completed before next week some 
time.” 

Vice-President Stevens, until the disappear- 
ance of Mr. Campbell, had not given active 
attention to the business of the company for 
the iast year... When Mr. Campbell so sud- 
denly yanished Mr. Stevens went at once into 
the office and attempted to straighten out af- 

airs. : 

‘* Tf the concerns are hastily wound up’ he 
said, *‘I would not guarantee the payment of 
five cents on a dollar of the liabilities. If time 
and care are taken it will pay out very well. I 
think our works are the finest and best 
equipped of the kind, but the plant is such 
that at a force sale it would bring nowhere 
near its value. Then a large part of our as- 


sets consists of patterns. These cost us thou-: 


sands of dollars, but it is questionabie whether 
anything could be realized from them, except 
by their use by the Chicago Safe and Lock 
company. Other companies have their own 
patterns and would not care to purchase ours. 
Then, too, we have several lafge contracts 
that should be carried out. If they are not 
great loss will ensue. There is a bank at 
Monroe which we have partially equipped. I¢ 
has been said that, I gave my personal obliga- 
tion to the bank for $3,000 to pay employés. 
Such is not the case. I went there and told 
them of the condition in which our business 
was, and they advanced the money on the con® 
tract.”’ co 

Besides the $500,000 indebtedness to B. H. 
Campbell, the safe company owes for cash 
advances to F. T. Watkins, $30,000; S. B, 
Cobb, $20,000; National Bank of Illinois, 
$45,000, and in various small sums $21,000. 

The assets are largely estimated. They are 
stock and materials, $453,000; machinery, 
$35,000 ; general accounts, $80,000 ; bills re- 
ceivable, $10,000; Waukegan plant, $30,000; 
Chicago plant, $40,000; patents, $100,000; con- 
signments, $20,000. Total, $/68,000.

| CHICAGO WILL ASK CONGRESS TO AP- 


: PROPRIATE $4,000,000, 


|-A Draft of the Bill Is Now in the Hands of 


Congressman Taylor—He Will Present 
It Within a Few Days—Various Opin- 
ions Concerning the Proposed New 
Structure—It Could Be Finished Before 
the World's Fair Year. 


Congressman Taylor received the draft of 


| a bill for a new Post-Office building for Chi- 


cago a day or two ago, and as the site 1s in his 
district he will be the member to introduce 
we hg a Congress. 

bill was prepared by a Chicago man 
in the plan orcaaaea by 
Frank Lawler. The latter’s scheme was to 
erect a building upon the present site, but to 
put it up in quarter sections. This would 
necessitate the tearing down of the present 


building piecemeal and walling up the ex- 
‘poved sections. : 
It is urged in favor of this plan that the: 


Government would have a place to transact 
business during the construction of new quar- 
ters. On the other hand, the framer of the 
new bill says the carrying out of Lawler’s 
idea would greatly weaken the old building, 
and after a portion had been taken down the 
balance would collapse. He says a sectional 
construction would be much more costly than 
building it entirely together. 

The bill asks of the short session of Con- 
gress an appropriation of $4,000,000. With 
this sum, it is said, a fine building with ample 
accommodations for Uncle Sam’s working 
forces can’ be put up in eighteen months’ 
time. Were this done the opening of the 
World’s Fair would see the structure finished. 

Temporary Quarters Could Be Found. 


The supporters of the bill say that many of 
the Government departments could be housed 
during the construction in the new Appraisers’ 
Building on Harrison street, and that tempo- 
rary quarters could be rented for the Post- 
Office in the new Leiter Building or some 
other big structure. : | 

The suggestion made some time ago that 
$500,000 should be asked for in order to build 


‘wings to the present structure meets with dis- 


favor from the framer of the present bill, 
who declares that the Post-Office is absolutely 
unsafe, and that no thought _ of patching it 
should be entertained for a moment. 

Letters have been written Congressman 
Taylor maintaining that no plan short of one 


‘| calling for a new structure is practical, and it 


is understood that the Congressman expressed 
himself as of the same opinion before he left 
Chicago. It is urged that a great portion of 
the old building’s material can be used to ad- 
vantage in the new structure. 

The wing project met with some favor at 
one time, for it appears to offer the only relief 
ir.mediately available for the men who are 
forced to work in the unhealthy air of the 
Post-Office basement. The building of the 
wings and the added cost of making the main 
structure safe would, it is said, cause an ex- 
penditure big enough to make the difference 
between it andthe cost of a new building 
comparatively so small that the expending of 
the additional money would in the end prove 
a bit of genuine economy. 

A practical builder said last night, in speak- 
ing of the general condition of the Post-Office, 
that, while he did not care: to pose as ah 
alarmist, there was but little doubt that the 
building was in a much more dangerous state 
than is generally supposed. 7

present site, and that there would always be 
room above for additional stories. 

Last spring there was an epidemic of sick- 
ness in the Post-Office directly traceable to its 
bad sanitary condition. Matters in this line 
have improved but slightly, and, added to the 
fear of sickness, there is the other fear com- 
morn to all employés of actual danger from 
the falling in ef a part of the structure. The 
reports made by visiting architects that the 
structure was safe for some time Mg — did 
something to allay fear, but with each new 
crack that appears in the ceiling the old dread 
revives. 

Solid business blocks are, put yp in Chicago 
yearly without waste of time, and it is urged 
that a Government structure can be erected 
with the same dispatch and at the same time 
be free from the taint of jobbery. 

‘“‘The present building is not a thing of 
beauty,” said the builder quoted above, “‘and 
if some of the money spent in ‘frippery’ 


‘were put into good, honest brick the result, 


though plain, would be: much more satisfac- 
tory and substantial.” | , 

Before the bill asking for an appropriation 
is presented there will be a consuitation of 
Chicago Congressmen, and it is possible that 
its present form may undergo some slight 


changes. 


The Bill Received at Washington.

DEATH OF EX-PUGILIST JOE COBURN, 


The Veteran All-Around Sporting Man Ex- 
pires in New York. 

New York, Vec. 6.—[Special. ]}-—Joe Coburn, 
the ex-prize-fighter and veteran all-uround 
sporting man, died at his residence at No. 242 
West Thirty-fifth street of hasty consumption 
at 8:30 o’clock tonight. 

Joseph Coburn was born in Armagh, Ire~ 
land in 1834, and came over to this country 
with his brother Mike nineteen years later. 
He began at the bottom of the ladder in Phil- 
adelphia as a bootblack at the old  Lepierre 
House. As he evinced a tendency toward expert- 
ness in boxing he was taken up by the sporting 
element of Philadelphia and carefully trained 
for the prize-ring. * 

His first fight was in 1855 with a man 
named Campbell, whom Coburn whipped. 
His greatest fight was with Jem Mace in 1868, 
and Coburn was again the victor. He also 
fought Tom Sayer, and held the champion- 
ship belt'for fifteen years. In some of his 
fights he was backed by Dunbar Price, the 
profligate young Philadelphian, who died in 
this city at the Hotel Marlborough only last 
Thursday. — :

EDWARD H. AMMIDOWN ASSIGNS. 


He Says That Democratic Success Caused 
the Rittenhouse Failure, 

New York, Dec. 6.—[Special.]|—Edward H. 
Ammidown, dealer in dry goods, made an in- 
dividual assignment today to Albert D. Smith 
of Orange, N. J. Mr. Ammidown was the 
head of the Rittenhouse Manufacturing com- 
pany of Passaic, N. J., which failed a few 
days ago.

Ordinarily it 
would have been settled through the clearing- 
house, but some smart official thought he 
would get the $60,000 in érisp bank bills. 
Therefore it was given to an express company 
to collect and bring to the metropolis. It was 
duly presented at the Shawmut Bank, but it 
being so unusual a proceeding the teller 
called the cashier’s attention to it. The latter 
divined the New Yorker's game and quick as a 
flash decided-to give him as good as he sent. 
To the surprise of the expressman, then, in- 
stead of neat kages of bills he was offered 
sixty canvas each containing $1,000 in 
silver dollars. He had to acceptthem. So 
with the help of an extra team he carried the 
specie, amounting to nearly two tons (3,600 

unds, to be exact) to the train. It was the 

rgest amount of silver ever paid out by the 
Sub-Treasury at Boston.

The Steamer Maryland Caught in a Gale— 
Three of the Crew Killed. 

Lzwems, Del., Dec. 6.—The British steamer 
Maryland, from Baltimore, Nov, 27, for Lon- 
don and »Swansea, arrived at the breakwater 
at 2 o’clock this afternoon. The morning of 
Dec. 1, about 600 miles off shore, the ship en- 
countered a terrific gale from the south and 
at 7:30 its decks were swept by a tremen- 
dous sea, which instantly killed Capt. Luck- 
hurst, the boatswain, and the second cook, 
also breaking the leg of First Officer Lloyd, 
breaking the arm of the carpenter, and se- 
verely injuring others of the crew.

Loypon, Dec, 6.—Justin McCarthy, the new 
leader of the Irish party, is certainly the most 
distinguished man of that body and one of 
the most distinguished men in the House of 
Comrhons. One of his books, the “ History 
of Our Own Times,” is. probably the most 
popular history of the day, both in the United 
States and Great Britain. He is a frequent 
contributor to American periodical literature, 
his articles appearing in the North American 
Review and’in the Harpers’ publications, He 
was one of the mainstays of the Galaxy when 
it was a popular magazine. All his books are 
popular in America and all have been repub- 
lished there. ; ‘ 

He commenced his literary career as a jour- 
nalist, first a8 a —o for the Liverpool 
Mercury. Then became editor of the 
Morning Star which John Bright and John 
Stuart Mill established in London and which 
was a great agency in carrying the second 
Reform bill. He subsequently became an 
editorial writer for the London Daily News. 

Mr: McCarthy has visited Chicago several 
times. He has lectured there to large houses, 
and is most favorably known. He was born 
in Cork, was con in some way with the 
Young Ireland movement, and did not enter 
Parliament until 1878, when he sided with Mr, 
Parnell against the useless leadership of Mr, 
Shaw. He has been one of Mr. Parnell’s 
most stanch and powerful supporters. He is

BALTIMORE AND OHIO MEN STILL OUT. 


The Strikers at Glenwood Refuse to Ke- 
turn to Work, 

Prrrspure, Pa., Dec. 6.—The men in the 
Baltimore and Ohio yards at Glenwood are 
still out and the treight blockade is hourly in- 
creasing. A meeting has been called for to- 
morrow at Glenwood when the disaffected 
brakemen will present their case 
to the other branches of the trainmen’s organ- 
ization. The yardmaster, Dietrich, who is 
offensive to the brakemen, is still in control. 
The men have chosen a most inopportune time 
for the Baltimore and Qhio railway 
for their strike. There has an 
appalling car famine in the coke 
districts for weeks past, and 2,300 coke 
ovens are nowshut downon account of scar- 
city of cars, while the remaining ovens are 
piling up stocks. Connellsville being the very 
center of the coke regions, where branches of 
the road run to and from the main line, is 

reatly excited tonight. A telegram from 
there says: “The yardmen in the employ of 
the Baltimore and Ohio railroad at Connells- 
ville will send a committeeto Pittsburg Mon- 
day to ask the company for the same wages it 
pays the Pittsburg yardmen—$2.16 per day 
and $2.28 at night. Ifthe demandsare not 
conceded a strike will follow at once, as~is 
claimed by the men. The men now re 
ceive $1.80 and $1.85.”’ A number of the local 
employés were spoken to seman g the prob- 
ability of a strike and they say they would 
likely be paid the advance, as men are very 
scarce at present. 


What Prohibition Has Done, 

When prohibition was adopted in Kansas it 
was claimed that it would benefit the State. It 
was claimed that immigration of the best class 
would pour in; that fathers would want to rear 
their sons ina .State where there would be no 
temptation from liquor.

*“Wehave all along educated our ypecnle to 
trust in Gladstone Mr. Morley. We believe 
they have come to trust them.

There is, moreover, the fear 
that if the Bishops should get control of the 
home-rule movement they would divert it 
from its main objects—the secu of denom- 
inational education, endowments for Catholic 
colleges, universities, etc. Those suspicions 
are being carefully cultivated now. But after 
all Archbishop Croke and Archbishop Walsh 
are exceeding pooess. They have stood by 
Parnell against Rome. The people trust in 
them. Moreover, the priests are in hundredsof 
instances at the head of the National Leagues 
They are delegates to the county conventions. 
They exercise great influence among the 
farmers. They will be almost to a man 
against Parneil, 

There is no one who can counteract clerical 
influence in the league except Timothy Har- 
pe er He has uently strained his 
authority, however. If he should: seek to use 
it now in favor of Mr. Parnell he might do 
him more harm than good. But yet through 
Harrington Parnell can, if he will, control 
the machinery of the league.

‘CANE AND BEET SUGAR IN KANSAS, 


The Industry Said to Be Now in a Most 
Satisfactory Condition. 

Wichita Eagle: . Prof. E. B. Cowgill, the 
well-kuown Kansas sugar man, who is 
authority on sugar-making in Kansas as well 
as elsewhere, arrived yesterday morning, and 
will be detained in the city a day or two look- 
ing after business matters. Concerning the 
sugar-making business he stated last evening 


. that this year’s experience was most gratify- 


ing. It was considered and estimated one 
year ago that the manufacture of sugar 
from cane ahd beets. raised in Kansas 
had passed. beyond the -experimental 
stage, and: this year only rms 
opinion. The companies in the State 
going at the business in a business-like man- 
along quite 
welland are making money. There is no 
overproductiun feature to cause alarm in 
Sugar-making business, and before this point 
could be ed itis thought 1,500 or 2,000 
plants could be in operation in Kansas. 

The business this year has faced a light cane 
crop, much lighter. than last year, owing to 
the drought. This, however,-has not in the 
least impaired the quality of the cane with 
reference to its sugar-making qualities. The 
Medicine Lodge factory as a sample shows 
1474¢ pounds of sugar per ton of cane, while 
the total output of that factory was double the 
average Louisiana factory for the last five 
years. | 

The Kansas factories have made arrange- 
ments for selling total output in New Orleans 
and ata price 4 cent’ below quotations in 
New York City om day of sale. The su 
from sorghum cane coming into the market 
so early has the advantage of the best prices. 
This is no small feature in taking into ac- 
count. the Kansas factories. 

The Medicine Lodge factory is now hand- 
ling 200 tons per day, but is now making ar- 
rangements to double the capacity for the next 
year. Every fac in the, State is going to 
increase its city, some double, while 
others will not go far into the business, 

The Medicine Lodge company has already 
contracted for 4,000 acres of cane for next 
year and the samé acreage of beets. The 
prices for cane are from $1.50 to $2.80 per ton 
and beets $8 to $5 per ton. 

Prof. Cowgill says the time has come when 
capital will not be afraid to go into the sugar 
business, sincé it has been established ‘that 
the business ig a success. In order to insure 
returns on a business basis, he says, a com- 
pany must have capital. By way of secondly

Mr. A. J. Cox, the printer, is proud of his 
library.

He has athered together 
several’ - thousand ay ' gold = first 
editions . of Shakesperiana, a great 
many illustrated books on biographical, 
historical, biological, and scientific subjects 
and general lite both ancient and mod- 
ern. He has some vaiuable books relating to 
plays and dramas which were published in the 
sixteenth century. Two ndred volumes of 
his library relate to tobacco, its use and abuse, 
history and cultivation of the leaf, pipes, 
smoking, ci and snuff. One of these 
books has a Latin title and is more than worth 
its weight in gold. It was published in the 
early of seventeenth century and was 
one of the tirst books which mentioned the use 
of tobacco as a medicine. This was one of 
the earliest uses to which tobacco was put. 
Maty authors of that time—as can be gleaned 
from a glance.at Mr. Cox’s co —advo- 
cated the use of tobacco as a cure for various 
disorders. One writer calls it a “‘ head purge.” 
From these .books it can be learned that to- 
bacco was first used in a finely-puwdered form 
and smoked through a pipe.

Prof. Koch’s Discovery. . 

The latest developments of Prof. Koch’s 
discovery of a cure for diphtheria and 
tetanus have been limited to test ex- 
periments with animals until yesterday, 
when the remedy was ap lied to sev- 
eral human subjects through the transfu- 
sion of blood from animals not susceptible to 
the diphtheria bacillus .or to tetanus. Drs. 
Behring and Katasato found that the blood of 
rats and mice had a destructive effect on the 
virus of diphtheria, while the blood of rabbits, 
transfused, had a similar effect on tetanus. 
Before transfusion the blood must be freed of 
its coagulum and mae rear Se ared.

PREDICTED BOOM FOR THE FARMERS. 


It Is Going to Pay Hereafter to Be a Tiller 
: of the. Soil. 
' Mr. John W. Bookwalter of Ohio, capitalist 


'gand manufacturer and a close observer of 


economic questions, said in a late interview: 

** Now I make the prediction that the next 
boom in the United States is going to be in 
farm lands. I had the foresight several years 
ago to buy a large quantity of land in Kansas 
and Nebraska—the very States which haye 
been swept over by this protest against the 
McKinley bill. My argument was that we had 
taken up nearly all the good lands. That is 
s0 much the case now that there is, literally 
speaking, no more great West to occupy. The 
only way we can add to the productive lands 
ef the United States hereafter is by reclaim- 
ing the swamp lands or by irrigating the des- 
ert and dry lands. Both of those processes 
are very slow and Very expensive. The nat- 
ural land has been taken up, and if in large 
quantities that means a subdivision into small 
quantities, and with the eubdivision must en- 


sue higher prices for land.” 


Mr. kwalter took out a pencil and began 
to demonstrate to the following effect : 

“We are now able to export a surplusage of 
breadstuffs and other food enough to supply 
only 5,000,000 people. All the rest that is 
raised out of the ground is consumed by our 
63,000,000 or more of Americans. At the pres- 
ent rate of the increase of our po tion, and 
considering the stoppage of} the sup- 
ply of new land, we. shall :ih six years 
eat ourselves everything that we raise in the 
country. This isso inevitable* that re is

When we have no surplus to export, 
the world still desiring to partake of our 
crops, the prices must go higher, and I think 
that the farmer, after having had a few years

If the tissue‘thus affected be exten- 
sive, the tempera will remain high for a 
much longer time than if only a amount 
be affected. Where the tubercular affection 1s 
limited,, as in lupus, the temperature will 
reach its normal level at the end of 24 hours, 
and the patient will feel free from malaise. 
Patients suffering ftom tubercular affections 
of the joints, larynx, etc., even felt better at 
the end of the period of reaction than they did 
before the inoculation was. made. In the case 
of tubercular gland, the rise of temperature is, 
as a rule, delayed considerably, 
and may not reach its maxi- 
mum for about twénty-four hours. 
While the temperature is thus rising the pulse 
also correspc increasing to 120 or even 160 
beats per minute; vomiting frequently occurs 
at the acme of the fever. rapidity of the 
pulse diminishes along with the fallin tem- 
perature. In some cases the reaction becomes 
quite alarming, with dyspnoea, and in one 
case of lupus the strongest restoratives had 
to be employed to bring the patient round. 
Simultaneous with these phenomena of 
general constitutional affection there occur 
certain very marked and _ characteristic 
symptoms in all parts of the body, under the 
influence of recent tubercular virus, The 
local swelling ins earlier than the rise of 
temperature. Old cheesy deposite present in 
a part do not lead to the production of these 
local phenomena . after inoculation. Such 
cheesy matter isto “be regarded as already 
necrossed; and as Koch explains that only 
living tissue is affected by his inoculation ma- 
terial we understand why local reaction does 
not occur where cheesy matter alone is pres- 
ent. The local phenomena consist in general 
of swelling of the affected parts, which may 
be considerable, more or less redness, and in 
some c lessened pain. 

Lupus is one of the most interesting and in- 
structive of the forms of tubercular disease 
which have been treated up to the present. It 
is indeed to Koch that we are indebted for the 
knowledge that lupus is_ really tuberculosis of 
the skin. In cases of this disease the phe- 
nomena are visible and we can judge of the 
various changes without depending largely on 
the subjective evidence of patient. 

Take as a typical ease of treatment one of 
lupus affecting the nose and face, several of 
which have been under treatment in Berlin 
during the last five or six weeks. With the rise 
of temperature the patient is already suffer- 
ing from some malaise, and if asked whether 
he is ill, will answer that he has some head- 
ache and a feeling of “ gmc ”’ or tension 
in the affected part. The part has become 
slightly redder of a bmghter color, and 
swollen. These changes keep oh increasing in 
intensity until the reaction has reached its 
height. The rapidity and extent of the swell- 
ing are almost incredible in some cases. 
nose may attain twice or thrice its original 
size, the cheeks become swollen, and it may 

‘be quite impossible to open the eyes. The ex- 

tent of the swelling is to be taken as signifi- 
cant of the extent of the tubercular disease at 
‘the place affected, This is frequently far 
‘more extensive than could be concluded 
from the mere extent of actual lupus 
ulcer or of the tissue whic presents the 
appearance of disease from the existence of 
cicatrices. When cases of lupus recur, after 
a lupus ulcer has been healed, the fresh out- 
break of disease occurs only in rare cases in 
the cicatrix r1tself, but, as a rule, outside it,

It is not possible 
in our severest weather to properly substitute 
comfortable underclothing for a heavy

FINE PORTFOLIOS ON EXHIBITION. 
Mr, Albert Roullier’s Collection of Etchings, 


“ Old Line Engravings, and Mezzotints. 


Mr. Albert Roullier is exhibiting at Me- 
Clurg’s an important collection of etchings, 
old line engravings, and mezzotints from the 
establishment of Frederick Keppel & Co., 
New York. These include a portfolio of 
plates by Rembrandt, Direr, and a few other 
masters of that epoch and earlier, and a num. 
ber of portfolios by modern masters, such as 
Whistler, Seymour Haden, Méryon, Maxi- 
mine Salanne, and others less notable. 

Several fine Rembrandt impressions are 
shown. The most notable is a third state 
of the great “‘ Ecce Homo,” which shows, 
as few others of the master’s 
works in black and white do, his 
marvelous, drainatic wer ip handling a 
crowd, the wonderful /uminous qualit of his 
light, and the Eeronen gloom of his un- 
fathomable} shadows. Rarely, whether ex- 

ressed incolor or aquaforte, was Rembrundt’s 
inspiration so religious as in this superb 
work, There is a fine impression of “ The 
Descent from the Cross,” whose black shad- 
ows are penetrated by rays from the torch 
which glow on the livid figures. An early im- 
pression of the “ St. Jerome?’ is beautiful. 
Other plates by Rembrandt ood impres- 
sions Of ** Hagar Sent Away,” Phe Mill,” a 
“ Portrait,”’ and a large number of exquisite 
small studies of various subjects. -. 

The Direr plates are scarcely less interest- 
ing, all the more because their elaborate style 
is so strong a contrast to-the bold and sketchy 
touch of Rembrandt. Several of Direr’s 
most famous plates may be seen here in good 
impressions. The eniginatical ** Meloncolia ’’ 
is one of these-—that somber winged lady sur- 
rounded by all the symbols of irresistible 
fate, heedless of the bow and star in the sky 
beyond her window, while the circled hound 
at her feet guards her with sleepless eyes. 
The proud “Lord and Lady with Death Be. 
hind a Tree” is another of these highli 
wrought imaginings, wonderfully subtle an 
poetic. A “St. Jerome” isa beautiful early 
impression. A ‘Madonna and Child,” a 
“Coat of Arms,” “Two St. Christophers,’’ the 
*“ White Horse,”’ and many other plates enable 
one to study to advantage the somber imag- 
— and powerful technique of Albrecht 

firer, ! 

One portrait by Van Dyck is a superb evi- 
dence of his powers with the etching e. 
**Le Bouvier,” by Claude Lorraine, is a beau- 
tiful impression from the B te to which, with 
Haden’s ** Shere Mill Pond,” Hamerton gives 
precedence over all other etchings of d- 
scape. From the last century come some of 
those beautiful mezzotints which have become 
almost a lost art in our day; the fruit-piece 
and bower-piece by Richard Eariom, the

ve ne line-engravings are 
among them the ‘‘Pompone” of Robert 
Nanteuil, and the “ Philip de Champaigne by 
Edelink, two of the finest portraits ever ex- 
ecuted with the burin.. : 
' But the masters are not all dead. Wonder- 
fully fascinating is the exquisite touch of 
Whistler, whose noctur nes have the depth and 
the poetry of night, and whose daylight scenes 
by street and meadow, by sea and river, are 
full of the splendor of golden light.

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HE SUPREME COURT. 


Question as to the Validity of the Judicial 
Decisions Delivered by the Courts of 
Texas for the Last Eleven Years to Rp 
Decided—The Liberty of 3,000 Convicts, 
the Lives of More than a Score of Con- 
demned Murderers, and the Possession 
of Millions of Property Involved, — 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dees 6,—[Special. }— 
Nothing in the realin of fiction contains 
greater possibiljties than are to bé found in a 
remarkable case which will be presented in 
the Supreme Court of the United States some 
day the coming week. ‘The case involves the 
lives of twenty or thirty people now lying 
under sentence of death; it means imprisqn- 
ment or liberty for over 3,000 people now con- 
fined in the penitentiary of Texas, and the title 
to millions of property passed upon by ju- 
dicial decisions in that State during the last 
eleven years. 

No case involving such stupendous issues 
has ever been presented from any State 
before. The issues involved are so widespread 
that there is great curiosity in legal cir- 
cles to learn what the Supreme Court will ad- 
vise in view of the apparently incontestible 
declarations in the brief. The point at’ issue 
relates to the codification of the laws of Texas. 
This was done eleven years ago. This codifi- 
cation was delegated to be verformed by a 
clerk named Lyle. It was done ina slovenly 
manner, according to the allegations of the 
brief, and the codification was never after- 
wards ratified by the Legislature. As all of 
the judicial circuits were reorganized under 
the, codification and the Judges were ap- 
pointed in accordance with these specifications 
of the unratified code, it follows that if’ the 
point made in this case is good that all of 
their acts for the last eleven years are null and 
void; that every mau executed has been. judi- 
cially murdered ; that every person imprisoned 
has been falsely imprisoned, and that every 
judgment given relating tu property values 
ean be set aside if the Supreme Court of the 
United States tinds the allegations set up cor- 


rect. 

The points of this case will be argued in the 
application of Dick Duncan, who jis under sen- 
tence of death. The case as it stands in the 
Supreme Court is ‘‘ Dick Duncan versus T. R. 
MeGall. Sheriff of Bexar County, Texas.”’ It 
is merely a test case and involves the rights of 
eri man under sentence of death in the 

ate.

ve dollars, but Mr. McMinn said that it was 
well known that he was not a lawyer in prac- 
tice and that the tax levy was a bit of m 
He therefore refused to pay it, and said that 
he would go to jail and’serve his time before 
he would pay such an unjust tax. In 
course of the proceedings against him, and 
which proceedings are not yet settled, Mc- 
Minn madb the diseovery regarding the codi- 
fication of the laws.

He went from one lawyer to another for 
assistance and found refusals everywhere. 
The lawyers said that it would be perfect mad- 
ness to the case, as itinvolved the wiping 
out of. the work of every lawyer and Judge for 
the preceding eleven years. It might in the 
end shatter the financial credit of the State. 
Mr. McMinn was called acrank and thorough- 
ly shunned as if he were an enemy to every 
one, 

From the peniteutiaries, from the class of 
men condemned to death and therefore catch- 
ing at every despairing hope, came to him 
fees to try this issue which, if successful, 
would result in their release. Within a few 
days the penniless newspaper man had from 
$15,000 to $20,000 given to him to go ahead 
and make the fight. 

Unable to Secure Counsel, . 

With this money in hand Mr. McMinn 
thought that perhaps it would be possible to 
secure the aid of counsel in Texas, but, in 
spite of fees offered, all, refused to have any- 
thing to do with the case. He went at last to 
ex-Gov. Ireland, who is the highest in his pro- 
fession in the State. He has served for 
several years upon the Texas Supreme 
Court bench Mr. McMinn submitted 
tos him his declaration of facts and 
as ..the Governor for his opinion. 
He deliberated over the matter for two weeks 
and then Mr. McMinn says thathe gave him 
his deliberate opinion thatthe position taken 
was invulnerable and that there was no an- 
swer to be made to the declaration.

as mentioned at the outset of this story. 

Mr. McMinn has not been contented with 
only the opinion of the best counsel in the 
State of Texas. Several days ago he visited 
New York and gave Gen. Roger A. Pryor a 
retainer for his opinion.

EXTENSION OF THE BRITISH EMPIRE. 


Quiet Scheme of Annexation of the Islands 
in the Pacific, 
| New York Sun; It is highly interesting news 
that the dominions of Queen Victoria are to 
be extended through the operations of the 
British cruiser now engaged in discovering a 
suitable route for the new cable acruss the 
Pacific between ‘the colonies of Australia and 
British Columbia. According to an Ottawa 
dispatch in yesterday’s«‘Sun the commander 
of this cruiser, the Egeria, is “hoisting the 
British flag on all the islands in the Pacific 
that are not under the protection of any for- 
eign Power.” — : 
e commander of the Egeria has been 
cruising over thousands of miles of those parts 
of the Pacific in which ‘here are multitudinous 
islands that have not been *“* under the protec- 
tion’ of any European Government, and he 
is cruising there yet. After leaving New 
Zealand last year he struck northward 
and ranged through tthe Fiji group 
where. he found scores sunny and 
sea-girt isles that seemed to be waiting 
for the British flag which he hoisted over 
them, From the Fiji group he went. still 
further northward this year to the Phonix 
group, where his B acggé oe experiences were 
repeated under British flag. At the 
time of our latest advices he was movi 
eastwardly from the Phoenix group thro f 
Polynesia, and it cannot yet be told how 
many more unprotected islands he will take 
under British protection before he reaches 
British Columbia in North America. 

The Foreign Office of the British Govern- 
ment is, of course, fully apprised of this 
British commander’s remarkable operations 
in the annexation line, with the assistance of 
the British cruiser Egeria; yet no allusion to 
these new and important territorial uisi- 
tions of Great Britain was made in her Royal 
and Imperial Majesty’s speech sent to Parlia- 
ment last Tuesday. 

The Commander of the British cruiser 
Egeria is ostensibly and actually engaged in 
the work of exploring the bottom of the Pa- 
cific for the purpose of finding a bed for a new 
telegraph cable; ‘but at the same time he takes 
occasion during his cruise to perform some 
other interesting exploits in r Majesty’s 
service among the is that rise above the 
surface of the Pacific.

Mewriox was made the otherday in Tux 
psec of the increased activity of the opium 
smugglers, and it was stated that it was not at 
all surprising, in view of the fact that the al- 
ready high duty of $104 pound had been 
raisedto $12 by the new Tariff law. One of 
the special agents of the Treasury Depart- 
ment says now that he believes that more than 
half of the prepared opium consumed in this 
country during the last six years has been 
smuggled. If that was the case with the 
lower duty two-thirds will be smuggled with 
the higher one. The sensible suggestion of 
the agents is that if crude opium were let in 
free, with an internal revenue tax of $5 per 
pound on the prepared opium made in this 
country and a corresponding duty on the im- 
ported article, there wouid be a practical end 


to smuggling and the revenues from opium 


would be increased largely. This is a winodi- 
fication of the McKinley bill which no one 
should object to, except perhaps those who be- 
lieve thatanytmng and everything can be ac- 
complished by a high duty. 


An unsatisfactory New York bank statement 
and a closer money market sent stocks down 
again in Wall street Saturday. The local stock 
market was slightly lower for nearly all se- 
curities traded in. New York exchange was 
40 cents discount. Sterling is now clearly be- 
low the gold importing point and gold ship- 
ments are coming this way.—The Chicago 
produce markets were active, excited, and 
very nervous.

THE DEPOSITION OF PARNELL. 

Mr. Parnell has been deposed from the 
leadership ofthe Irish National party by a 
vote of 45 to28. Justin McCarthy has been 
selected to succeed him, At the adjourned 
conference of the party yesterday, after a let- 
ter from Mr. Gladstone had been read agree- 
ing to confer in confidence and in good faith 
with any other leader of the Irish party thao 
Mr. Parnell, Mr. Abraham, the Protestant 
Home-Rule member for the West Division of 
Limerick, presented a motion retiring Mr. 
Parnell. The latter refused to put the ques- 
tion and tore up the. paper containing the res- 
olution. An angry and exciting scene fol- 
lowed. Justin Huntly McUarthy, who has 
hitherto voted with the ex-leader, angrily de- 
nounced him. Mr. McCarthy Sr. thereupon 
withdrew from the conference, followed by 
forty-four members, the ablest and brightest 
men of the party, who, convening in another 
room, formally deposed Parnell and -named 
Mr. McCarthy as his successor. Mr. Heal 

d Mr. Sexton led in the fight. They 
tired of Mr. Parnell’s dictation and resolved 


the Irish question. 

No one can withhold admiration from Mr. 
Parnell. His courage is magnificent, His 
skillis matchless. His audacity is almost 
superb. A week ago he stood at bay sur- 
rounded by enemies who used to be devoted 
friends. Mr. Gladstone repudiated him. 
Three-fourths of the members of his own 
party wanted to do so, but for a'week he would 
not permit them. The five Irish members in 
America, selected because of their popularity 
among the men of their race everywhere, their 
great abilities, and their willingness to face 
danger and sacrifice, counseled his retirement. 
The prelates of the Irish Chureh and the press 
of Liberal England denbdunced him. Yet 
today he maintains his position as a leader, 
not of the full party but ofa potent faction.

Early this week a representative of the 
Board of Directors will leave for Washington, 
taking with’him for submission to the Presi- 
dent evidence that the City of Chicago, avail- 
ing itself of the provisions of the constitutional 
amendment, has subscribed $5,000,000 in bonds 
in aid of the Fair, and that the collectible sub- 
scriptions to the stock of the World’s Fair 
corporation exceed $5,000,000. Itis true that 
the money coming from the sale of the city 
bonds will not be paid over to the directors 
till they have expended $8,000,000 obtained 
from other sources, but it is as much theirs as 
if it were in their hands now. 

The World’s Fair Commission, after it got 
through with its session last month, prepared 
a communication to be sent to President Har- 
rison, notifying him that it had accepted a 
site and the plans and specifications of byild- 
ings for Fair purposes to be erected thereon, 
and that:provision had been made for the oc- 
cupation of the grounds and the erection of 
the buildings. That covers everything. re- 
quired by Sec, 10, except the rules and 
regulations for securing space for exhibits and 
for their admission and classification. These 
will be ready early this week and wilil be taken 
to Washington along with the evidence of the 
securing of the ten millions and the notifica- 
tion from the commission. 

It was impossible to lay this evidence before 
the President last mionth, and hence his ina- 
bility to say anything in his message regard- 
ing the Fair. But any unfavorable impression 


which may have been created abroad by this’ 


omission will be removed by the proclamation 
soon to be issued, and it will not be long be- 
fore men in all parts of the world are making 
their arrangements to be in Chicago in 1893. 
In a short time the applications for space will 
begin ta pour in from foreigners, eager in 
spite of the McKinley bill to show their wares 
to the millions of American consumers who 
will throng this city two and a half years 
hence. 

Next month the Legislatures of most of the 
States will be in session, and all of them, Ili- 
nois included, should make large appropria- 
tions, as large as they can, for State exhibits. 
Most of these bodies will not reassemble till 
1898, when it will be too late for action, so 
that what they mean to do must be done now. 
There is no State which cannot afford to be 
generous once in 400 years, nor is there a State, 
whether its interests are chiefly manufactur- 
ing, agricultural, or commercial, which can 
afford to go unrepresented on this occasion, 
when the United States is to show to the rest 
of the world the wonderful progress it has 
made. Some Lefpislatures may be a little 
slow to act for lack of knowledge. If such 
there are, the DirectoryGeneral and.his assist- 
ants will see to it that they are informed. . 


MISGOVERNMENT OF AMERICAN CITIES. 

In a recent article in the Forum Andrew D. 
White, who is familiar with the cities of the 
Old World as well as the New, says: 

Witheut the slightest exaggeration we may as- 
sert that, with very few exceptions, the City Gov- 
ernments of the United States are the worst in 
Christendom—the most expensive, the most in- 
efficient, and the most corrupt. 

This is a broad statement, containing agreat 


ydeal of unpleasant truth. Citizens of Chicago 


who have had oppoftunities of contrasting its 
filth and its slouchy methods with the cleanli- 
ness and business-like ways of European cit- 
ies will be ready to admit that Mr. White is 
not far out of the way in his statement. Some 
allowance may be made perhaps for the short- 
comings of American municipalities because 
they grow so rapidly. It may be pleaded that 
Uhicago, which in sixty. years has advanced 
from a military post to a city of over a million 
people, cannot be expected to manage affairs 
quite as well as an English town with its 
slow and steady growth and with the govern- 
mental experience ef centuries. 

There i ig some truth in this, but on the other 
hand it was not till after the beginning of the 
preseut century that those excellent features 
in the’ management of foreign cities which 
strike an American the most were developed. 
The necessity for cleanliness and for large ex- 
penditures for sanitary purposes has only just 
been recognized. The differences in the re- 
sults accomplished by American and European 
city governments must be accounted for 
chiefly by a difference of systems—on this sid 
of the ocean cities are looked on as politica 
bodies, en the-other they are corporations or- 


| ganized for certain specified pirposes and 


having nothing to do with politics. To state 


manhood suffrage prevails; in English cities, 
as yet, voting is confined practically to tax- 
payers. 

One is 
that while the Mayor and Aldermen shall con- 
tinue to be chosen by popular vote the latter,

RAIL FREIGHT ABUSES. 

The inquiry into discriminations in railroad 
freights, reported in Taz Trarsunze of yester- 
day, has already proceeded far enough to 
bring out the facts in general, though a plen- 
tiful lot of particulars may remain concealed. 
The story is the old one of several sins bemg 


‘committed as a consequence of a first offense 


against the law.. One or two men obtained 
rebates on the transportation of grain from 
the West, and the fact soon became evident 
by their ability to overbid competitors. The 
latter found out what was the trouble, and in- 
sisted on similar concessions from other lines 
as the one thing needful to prevent them from 
being forced out of the business. The great 
mass of grain shippers who were not so 
directly affected, or not sufficiently smart to 
detect the character of the difficulty, kept on 
paying the official rates, and were thus placed 
at a great disadvantage as compared with the 
few who had friends at court or in some other 
way had managed to induce the officials to 
break the law for their benefit. The differ- 
ences confessed to amounted to 5 .cents per 
100 pounds, being equal to 3 cents per . bushel 
for wheat and nearly as much for corn. Ex- 
actly how this was distributed between the 
parties to the rebate has not been réported, 
but it is known the shippér got enough of it 
to be |able to control the'trade of the section 
in which he operated and practically drive all 
others fram the field. 

The prevention of these inequalities was the 
principal thing aimed at in the passage of the 
Inter-State Commerce act. . Previous to that 
favoritisin had been the fule to such an extent 
that an aristocratic class hadsprung up among 
the shippers of produce’ and other merchan- 
dise, the members of which enjoyed valuable 
exclusive privileges. Nearly four years ago 
these abuses were nominally cut off by the 
law, and for a time the railroads acted fairly. 
Then one or two of their number yielded to 
pressure from big men who protested that the 
new rules were hurting the business of the 
country, when the truth was they only were 
comparative, not actial losers, as they 
had been shorn of a powér that ought never 
to have been conceded: them, The pleadings 
of other:infinential men caused a successive 
widening of the gap, and it had become so big 


» that last year the law was changed so as to lay 


shippers as well.as carriers open to punish- 
ment for violation of its requirements. As 
the law was observed only for the purpose of 
evading it a prosecution became necessary 
unless|the sufferers allowed the matter to go 
by default. It seems probable that the worst 
offenders have thus far not been brought to 
book, but there is time enough for that in 
case they are undeterred by the example of 
discovery and its consequences to men who 
have not been so extensively guilty as they. 
There should not and probably will not be 
any disposition evinced to make martyrs of 
any person or persons found deserving of 
punishment, but enough should be done to in- 
terpose a pretty éffectual bar against viola- 
tions of the. law in the future. The abuses 
complained of aré among the most dernoraliz- 
ing anil injurious that could be practiced in a 
commertial community, and it is for the in- 
terest of all that they be ne lenger permitted. 
The evil must be terminated by mijd measures 
if possible, but 1f harsher ones are judged nec- 
gssary|to its removal they ought to be em- 
ployed with as little compunction as is shown 
by theisurgeon who uses the knife for the pur- 
pose of ming | the life of his peticst,.. :

HOME RULE ONLY DEFERRED. 

’ Supposing that. the English Liberal-Irish 
Nationalist alliance is completely disrupted 
by the unfortunate Parnell affair—a doon-, 
tingency which becomes hourly moré probable 
—the question arises, How will it affect the 
home-rule issue? That home rule is a cer- 
tainty no intelligent persgn who has followed 
the progress.of the movement doubts. But it 
may bé delayed several years. Other Irish 
measures. will under Tory rule immediately 
take precedence of it. If a reunited Liberal 
party should come into power English Liberal 
reforms, free education, church disestablish- 
ment, electoral reform, and the extension of 
the principle of local government would take 
precedence of home rulé. But Ireland and 
the home-rule idea would gain constantly 
through these measures. -To be consistent the 
Liberals would have to extend the scope of 
most of them to Ireland. To maintain their 
position the Tories would have to make large 
concessions to the Irish. 


The Tories have, in fact, commenced on 


the line of concessions already, and there 
seems to be a tacit alliance between Mr. Bal- 


four and Mr. Parnell. How far is this alli- 
‘auce going to proceed? Mr. Balfour has al- 
ready introduced his Land bill, which has | 


passed a second reading, Mr. Parnell and his 
29 voting for it, and which is likely to be- 


come law during the present week. This law 


will be an immense boon to Ireland. It pro- 
poses the immediate expenditure of $165,000,- 
000 for the establishment of an Irish peasant 
proprietary. The money is to be advanced 
by. the British Exchequer and is to be lent'to 
Irish tenants at the rate of 254 per cent per 
annum ,for the purchase of their holdings. 
The repayments are to extend over forty-nine 
years. That the advantages thus offered to 
the Irish tenants will be eagerly seized. by 
them is certaim. The various grants under 
the Bright clauses of the Irish Church Dises- 
tablishment act and those under what are 
called the Ashbourne acts have been utilized. 
The Irish landlords and their creditors 
will also take advantage -of the 
act. The landlords are willing to — sell 
out at almost any price. They fear home 
rule. They have been led to believe that an 
Irish Parliament would mean confiscation of 
their property. They are ready to get out of 
Ireland. Within five years the $165,000,000 of 
purchase money will be utilized. The pay- 
ments during the five years will chen be at 


the disposal of the Government of the day’ 


for additional loans. It is not too much ‘to 
expect that the Irish land problem will thus 
be settled within the decade, or that it wall 


] reach a point of solution which will insure 


speedy and satisfactory settlement. 

Such a soldtion will give a great impetus 
to the home-rule movement. The greeily 
rack-renting landlords who are Tories or 


+ Unionists now because they look toa Tory 


Government for aid will take up their abodes 
elsewhere. The landlords who hold to their 
property will be at peace with their tenantry 
because it will be to their advantage.

Fascinations of Dull London, 

Nothing could be more ugly, more op- 
pressive, more hopeless to the eye than Lon- 
don; and yet, like ‘‘the loathly witch” of 
story, it is of a powerful and irresist- 
ible fascination. It is partly that there is so 
much to see which is of beauty or of interest; 
it is more because of the boundless wealth of 
association which binds Americans to its past ; 
but aside from either the city seems 
of a genuine personality which dominates and 
holds the traveler and compels his interest 
even if it do not constrain his admiration and 
his affection, 

Its treasures are more amazing from the 
fact that England has herself given almost no 
great men te. the art world outside of litera- 
ture. Two or three names would cover the 
exceptions, and yet her museums and art gal- 
leries are of high interest and value, which 
surprise one. Howeverone has been told, 
for instance, of the works at the National Gal- 
lery and at the British Museum, he has hardly 
realized that in England, Philistine England, 
the most obtuse of civilized lands, there are 
60 many superb works. It is only when he 
stands among the Elgin marbles and may al- 
most touch their jewel-precious fragments 
that the truth begins to come erongly home 
to him; or when in the National Gallery he is 
greeted by the live flesh and blood portraits 
by Rembrandt, Titian, or Moroni that he be- 
gins to understand how precious is the art- 
wreck which the flood of time has swept across 
the muddy waters of the channel which guards 
England like an uneasy conscience. 

It is true that in the National Gallery it is 
next to im ible to see the pictures. It is the 
theory of English that pictures afe made, 
not to be seen, but to be preserved, and they 
have accordingly cove all their master- 
pieces with sheets of plate glass, which reflect 
all the other. pictures in the _ gal- 
lery beautifully, but except in some 
rare and difticult position make it im-

Bad Cooks and Vulgar Advertisers, 

There is, a pe speaking, nothing good to 
eatin England but roast beef and mutton 
chops and fried sole. Coming from Paris, 
where the whole soul was moved to ecstasy by 
the melting deliciousness of seductive viands, 
there is something barbarously rude and un- 
satisfactory in the things with which he is 
forced to sustain life in London, The bread 
is for the most part as dense asthe English 
appreciation of a jest, while the compounding 
of sauces is an art the Britisher cannot learn, 
any more than he can appreciate them when 
they have been concocted. He who goes to 
England to eat is as wise as he who goes to 
Patagonia to study art. : 

The English do, however, understand ad- 
vertising. London is covered with advertis- 
ing placards well nigh as thickly as the 

round in a pine forest with brown needles. 

‘he omnibuses, the walls, the fronts of build- 
ings, every available and unavailable space 
are plastered overin a fashion which would 
make an American advertising agent open his 
eyes with astonishment. There is no great 
cleverness about it. The Englishman has but 
one idea of advertising, and that is to, put up a 
poster. Sometimes he does have thege posters 
most elaborate, but the clever and multiform 
devices of the really shrewd advertiser are 
too subtle for him. e succeeds in adding to 
the hideous London streets a touch of vulgar- 
ity as well, but Heaven knows that this is not 
a thing’ which would be likely to disturb the 
soul of the average English Philistine. 

The shops of London, after those of Paris, 
are rather dull and uninteresting, and the 
book-lover is disappointed to fin 
book-stalls which have played so large a part 
in the literary history of the city and 
the language have disappeared.

Itiseold, and dingy, and unimpressive, 
while the smutty monuments crowded in 
helter.skelter, goodiand bad—especially bad— 
together, look like the shop-worn stock of a 
dealer in mortuary marbles. The English 


fashion of turning their churches into cem- 


eteries isnot one which tends to the produc- 


tion of satisfactory results, and in Westmins- 


ster Abbey the stonecutter has been allowed 
to do his ‘worst. 

It is not wholly on account of the ugly mon- 
uments with which it is sp crowded that the 
Abbey is disappointing. There is no color, 
the aisles: beside the nave bei even very 
scantily provided with stained glass, while at 
the intersection of the naye and transepts the 
railing off of the choir so completely breaks 
the vista that one can nowhere get any fine 
and comprehensive effect, although the lines 
of the roof are really so noble.

it of the other. 

I ventured to expréss sentiments of disap-

when he roused himself up to assure me that 
* The blooming place ain’t so bloody bad if 
you take it right.” Evidently the way to take 
it right is to remam away from it, and to 
cherish an ideal of a building about which 
cluster associations s6 rich and so stirring that 
no man with English blood in his veins can 
give himself up to their memory without 
ening to his very heart. 

The Henry VII. chapel does not escape the 
curse of gloom and dinginess which hangs 
over al] London; but its roof—a miracle of 
imaginative stone work—is in itself enough 
to rouse enthusiasm. The fact that the aisles 
where ep Elizabe Mary Stuart, an 
other folks of august rank and of morals more 
or less reprehensible sleep in frigid state, are 
walled off thakes it not easy to see the roofand 
effectively destroys all sense of spaciousness; 
but the chapel is fine and august, and comes 
like‘a balm to the spirit wounded by the dis- 
appointment of the minster itself. The clois- 
ters, too, are fine; and had the guardians of 
the place any finesse they might contrive to 
have the visitors—since for some inscrutable 
reason they are not allowed to enter at the 
front—come in by way of these, instead of 
being huddled by the transept door into the 
very midst of its ghastly rubbish of vulgar 
monuments.

St. Margaret’s Church, standing, if the ex- 
pression seém not too flippant, cheek-by-jowl 
with the Alibey, isin its way far more satis- 
factory ; langely, of course, because, although 
it belongs to the time of Edward I., it makes 
no.pretenses.

IN DAILY DANGER OF DEATH, 


A Ship Crosses the Ocean with 14,000 
Pounds of Dynamite on Board. 

New York Sun: The British tramp-steamer 
Knutsford lay in the lower bay yesterday with 
a red flag fying from her fore mgging and 
14,000 pounds of dynamite stowed away in her 
hold until moon. The flag was a signal of 
danger and was rigorously observed. Barring 
a lighter no craft went within shouting dis- 
tance. The lighter steamed up gingerly in 


the forenoon and made fast to the steamer’s- 


side in (the gentlest way imaginable. 
She had been sent to remove the dan- 
geroéns cargo. Her crew was anything but 
pleased with the job. The dynamite was 
packed in barrels, like brown sugar, which it 
resembles. There were a hundred or more 
barrels, each one muscular enough to rend 
several ships into very small pieces. The 
Knuts ’s crew had walked about the steam- 
er’s decks on tip toes ever since she left 
Liverpool twenty days ago.

Fifteen years ago there was no such thing as 
an office building known in Chicago. The How- 
land Block, on the southwest corner of Dear- 
born and Monroe streets, the Kentucky Block, 
on the northeast corner of Clark and Adams 
streets, and the Ashland Block, on the north- 
east corner of Clark and Randolph streets, 
came nearer the requirements of office build- 
ings than any in the city. Strictly, they were 
what insurance men would have denominated 
omnibus blocks. 

Today the office buildings of Chicago rise 
up in every direction. They do more than 
riseup. They tower, and some of them seem 
to soar. And they are what their names indi- 


cate—office buildings. The stranger in his 


travels about down-town is impressed with the 
idea that the business of Chicago is done in 
offices. | 

Think of only a few of these office struct- 
ures: The new Chamber of Commerce Build- 
ing has 500 offices in its thirteen stories. Tem- 
ple Court, at the corner of Quincy and Dear- 
born streets, has 400 offices beneath its roof. 
The Monon, two blocks south, has 300 rooms 
in its thirteen stories. The Manhattan, an ex- 
clusively office structure, building opposite 
the Monon, will be sixteen stories high and 
will contain 700 offices. The Rookery is a 
wilderness of offices, one great pile of marble, 
and iron, and glass, and tiling. The Home 
Insurance Company Building, which, when 
completed a few years ago, was looked upon 
as the ultima thule in office buildings, has just 
had its dizzy heights capped by two addi- 
tional stories, so that the occupants of the top 
floor look a those of the top floor of 
the Rookery. The ‘Tacoma, that ceful 
structure on the northeast corner of Madison 
and La Salle streets, has 500 abodes on its 
many floors. 

Maller’s building on the southwest corner of 
La Salle and Quincy street, the Gaff and 
Counselman Buildings, and the Royal Insur- 
ance company’s building. adjoining, contain 
100 and 200 and 300 and 400offices. Mr. Clark’s 
“ Brother Jonathan’”’ Building, on Sherman 
and Jackson streets, the Rialto, which gives 
Trade a Venetian atmosphere, 
and the Insurance Exchange, opposite the 
Rookery, are colonies within themselves, and 
one wonders how Mr. Gilbert’s young enumer- 
ators ever got through them with correct 

res. Some say they didn’t. 
hese are a few of the re noticeable of- 
fice buildings of Chicago—the ones before 
which a New York man stands with his shirt- 
collar unbuttoned and wonders. If they were 
built one on topof the other what a tower 
they would make! occupants. of the top 
story would not know whether to do business 
with the planets beyond or with Chicago. 
Machinery of an Office Building. 

The question ‘‘ Does the office building pay?’’ 
isno longer considered. If it didn’t there 
would be no such efforts to raise the structures 
that are seen down-town. They are all full. 
What machinery, human or otherwise, is re- 
quired to operate these buildings? A Trinunz 
man knocked about among the sky-scrapers 
the other day. Someof them yielded inter- 
esting information.

Taking these figures as a basis, and they 
are correct, it is easy enough to figure the 
cost. per diem, so far as actual help is con- 
cerned, of the Tacoma, the Rookery, the 
Home Insurance Company Building, and 
some others.

Estimating the cost of running the 
Rookery and the Home on the basis used in 
the’ other office buildings, the expense of the 
Rookery is between $1,200 and $1,500 per 
month, that of, the Home being not far be-

A gentleman who has had much experience 
in the handliny of office buildings undertook to 
fasten his statement on Tue Trrsunz man by 
offering to bet a bottle of wine that it cost 
$25,000 a year to operate the Rookery, and 
these figures do not include insurance, water, 
or any other taxes. } 

The Mallers Building persons the most 
economically conducted office building in the 
city. It has thirteen floors. Mr. Mallers is 
his own agent and gives every detail his per- 
sonal attention. He has two janitors, an en- 
gineer and fireman, and three elevator boys. 
These do all the work, including scrub- work 
and the washmg of windows. The cost of 
operating this building, including gas, is less 
than $400 a month. ; 

How the Help Works. 

The head janitor of an office building is 
usually paid so much a month, and out of: the 
arnount thus paid him he employs his own as- 
sistants. It1is his business to get as cheap 
help as he can find and the average head jani- 
tor is not aslow man. As one of them said to 
Tus Trreunge man, **The head janitor of an 
office building has got to have a move on him 


| day and night in order to keep even with the 
| boss.’’ 


In some of the office buildings the custom is 
to pay the janitor stipulated wages for giving 


‘the building: general attention, the tenants 


aying extra for any attention they may want. 
Where this is the case the owner or agent of 
the building does not pay as much to the jani- 
tor. In some leases there is a clause to 
effect that in consideration of a certain sum 
(whatever may be upon) the ten- 
ant shall he entitled to the attention of the 
janitor. 

The janitor usually has his home in the 
building over which he roams. It consists of 
one or two rooms. They are either on the top

FUTURE PLANS OF THE PACKERS, 


Will They Go to Stickney, to Tolleston, or 
Remain Where They Are? 

No definite decision has been reached dur- 
ing the week in regard .to the Stock-Yards 
question, although several significant meet- 
ings of the parties at interest have been held. 
Some time ago the representatives of the 
group of packers known as the “Big Four” 
announced with great emphasis that they had 


purchased a site at Tolleston and were pre- . 


pared to move their interests to that point. It 
is now tumored that the Stock-Yards com- 
pany is making a desperate effort to keep 
them where they are. The ‘statement is made 
that the Stock-Yards management has offered 
to purchase the Tolleston tract at a liberal ad- 
vance over the original price. A conference 
of the “small packers with the Stickney 
people has also n held, but no definite ‘ar- 
rangements made. Another conference ;be- 
tween representatives ofthe “ Big Four ”’ and 
the smaller packing firms has also been held. 
In fact, the situation is as complicated at 
present as it has bven since the question of 
the removal of the packing interests from 
Packington was first raised. 

The meeting of the representatives of the 
‘* Big Four ’ and of the Stickney enterprise 
has brought the movements of this company 
before the public. The question discussed at 
this meeting was the advisability of the pur- 
chase by the packers of the 500 acre tract in 
the center of the Stickney transfer yard. A 


‘great many outsiders are still skeptical about 


Stickney and refuse to believe that the trans- 
fer yard will be a success, The following 
communication from a prominent real-estate 
man voices their objections: 

This Stickney scheme reminds me of Mahomet 
and the mountain. The question of freight trans- 
fer is at present the, mountain which is troubling 
the shippers. Mr. easney has bought a few 
thousand acres over in the Townof Lyons, which 
are neither crossed by nor adjoin any of 
the railroads interested in solving the 
question. The mountain is expected to come 
to Mahomet. The Chicago and Alton, which 
might easily come in, refuses to do 80, and it seems 
improbablp that the Eastern trank lines will 
buud their tracks around the city in order to join 
this enterprise. The railroad transfer scheme 
which flourishes in St. Paul, whence Mr. Stickney 
hails, cannot flourish in Chicago because the 
three belt lines now constructed already accom- 
plish the object of the transfer scheme at small 
expense to the main trunk lines. 

The Stickney scheme is to have a small circle 
track,to which all the railroads shall build in 
order to transfer. The outer belt scheme has 
been to build a large circle track going to all the 
railroads entering Usteage and accomplish- 
ing the transfer of freight without burden 
to the trunk lines. The late talk about 
a revival of the Stickney enterprise is appar- 
ently a ruse on the part of Allerton and some of 
the other small packers to compel Messrs. Ar- 
mour, Swift, and Morris to grant them reasona- 
ble terms of admission to their Indiana purchase. 

here is no doubt but that the Stock-Yards and 
the packers, big and little, will go to Indiana. It 
is nonsense to t about pumping water and 
draining sewage a distance of twelve miles, which 
would be necessary at Stickney. 

When the Stock-Yards are located in Indiana, 
the most im ant transfer point about Chica 
will be Griffith, where the Outer Belt crosses the 
three gfeat Eastern trunk lines. All the live stock 
coming from the South and West will be trans- 
ferred over the Outer*Belt. via Griffith to the new 

-Yards, and the most of the dressed beef go- 
ing to the seaboard will be transferred from the 
packing-houses yia Griffith to the three Eastern 
trunk lines which meet there. 

If any point is settled upon as a central trans- 
fer station it will be Griffith. Any well-informed 
railroad man who studies the geography of Lake 
County will admit this at once.

Architects at Work on Plans for Buildings

TRANSFERS OF THE WEEK. 


They Double in Volume Those of the Cor- 
responding Period of Last Year. 
However quiet the present real-estate situa- 
tion may be, the way in which the record of 
transfers holds up proves that. the reported 
activity of the preceding weeks was substan- 
tial. The actual record of transfers. bears out 
the reported activity. A graphic comparison 
of the transfers for the week ending Dec. 5, 
this year, with the corresponding week of 
last year, is given below. The total is larger 
than the total given elsewhere in the summary 
of the week because it includes all transfers 
while the summary includes only sales of 
$7,000 and over. A total over double that of 
last year shows the remarkable breadth 
which the market*has attained.

Japanese servants are excellent if you choose 
thein with discretion and treat them with the 
established consideration of the country. 
There is a universal social compact in Japan 
to make life pleasant. by politeness. Every- 
body is more or less well bred and hates 
the man or woman who is yakamashu—noisy, 
uncivil, or exigent. People who lose their 
temper and are always in a hurry, bang 
doors, swear and “‘swagger,”’ find themselves 
out of place im a land where the lowest cooly 
learns and practices an ancient courtesy from 
the time he wobbles about as a baby upon his 
mother’s back. Therefore, to be treated well 
in Japan, as perhaps, indeed, elsewhere, you 
inugt treat everybody, including your domes- 
tics, well, and then you will enjoy the most 
pleasant and willing service. Your cook 
will doubtless cheat you a little; your jin- 
rickishaman will now and then take 
tod much sake, the musmq and the boy’s wife 
will gossip all over the place about everything 
you do, and the gardener andthe coachman 
will fight cocks in the yard when your back is 
turned, but if conscious of your own you can 
forgive the little sins of others. 

You can hardly fail to become closely at- 
tached to the|quiet, soft-voiced pleasant peo- 
ple, who, as soon as they have learned your. 
ways, will take real pleasure in making life 
agreeable to you, A present now ana then 
of a kimono to the maids, of toys and sweet- 
ineats to the children, a day’s holiday now 
and then granted to the theater or the 
wrestling match, are richly rewarded by such 
bright faces and unmistakable warmth of wel- 
come on arriving and of godspeed on going 
as repay youltenfold. Respectful as Japanese 
servants are—and they never speak except on 
their knees and faces—they like to be taken 
into the family conversation and to sit some- 
times in friendly abandon with the master and 
mistress, adujiring dresses, pictures, or West-

“A WET STREAK” COME TO STAY. 


How the Reclamation of the Arid Regions 
Affects the Climate of the East. 

ALsvqverque, N. M., Dec. 2.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.]—A Government officer of the United 
States Signal Service, in an interview recently re- 
ported in one of the New York papers, expresses 
the opinion that the radical ehange of climate 
which has been observed for the last two years in 
the eastern and central portions of the country 
| is not mérely a temporary whim of nature, but 
has come as a permanent condition, and is the in- 
evitable result of natural causes. Unlike Ven- 
ner, Wiggins, and the rest,a signal service officer 
does not set up asa weather prophet, but pro- 
fesses to speak as a scientist, and to base his con- 
clusions upon premises which have been disclosed 
by the meteorological researches of the Govern- 
ment weather bureau, and his statements will 
therefore have weight with a good mapy persons. 
who would pay no attention to the prognostica- 
— of the almanac or the signs of the ‘ goose- 


ne. 
One of the most important features of the 


condition throughout large sections of the coun- 
try to which is attribu the destructive wind 
storms, tornadoes, and cyclones lately so preva- 
lent in many sections in which such . disturbances 
were a few years ago unknown, and this condition 
of things is accounted for by the fact that the 
rapid settlement of those districts comprising 
what is known as the arid region has brought 
under irrigation a vast area of country, extending 
through the heart of the continent from Montan 
onthe north to New Mexico and Arizona on 
the south, and that the regularspreading of water 
by artificial means upon the lands of all this dis- 
trict creates a constant and rapid evaporation 
from the surface of a vast area of coun- 
try, where the atmosphere up to a 
few years ago had been. utterly devoid 
of humidity since the beginning of time; 
and from this fact is deduced the conclusion that 
the effect of this new humid beit or“ wet streak ” 
has been to deflect the established atmospherical 
and electrical currents from the channels in which 
they have traveled far unknown thousands of 
years and throw them into new paths, thus un- 
settling all the meteordlogical conditions of the 
country, and bringing in a new order of things in 
the department of the weather. If, these conclu- 
sions are correct—and there seems to be nothing 
unreasonable or unscientific in the position—the 
violent disturbances which have been so common 
in the East for the last few years may be regarded 
as now a settled feature of the climate, and the 
Eastern man who is unwilling to reeeive an occa- 
sional visit from a cyclone has nothing to do but 
to take Horace Greeley’s advice and go West, for 
the conditionof things upon which this change is 
said to be based is one that js not only permanent, 
but that is constantly becoming more extensive, 
and the “ wet streak,"’ which is charged with the 
responsibility of unsettli things, becoming 
broader and more humid every year. 

Although it is estimated that three-fourths of 
the world’s food supply is produced by irrigation, 
farming by this means is comparatively new in 
the United States, and it was not until the 
scarcity of public lands within the “rain belt” 
began to drive home-seekers into the arid regions 
that we commenced to doubt the established 
opinion that all this great district was designed 
by nature for an eternal waste, But when that 
modern star of empire, the railway locomotive, 
led the way irrigation followed; where the 
courageous railway builder laid his track the not 
less courageous settier dug his ditch; wherever 
the train ran there ran the water; and wherever 
the seream of the whistle could be heard the 
desert was soon made to blossom, RKeasoning 
thus from cause to effect, we find that the railway 
engine and the irrigating ditch are the parents of 
the cyclone, for they are the forces that generated 
the conditions which are said to have produced 
the climatic changes in the Eastern States. 

But their work doesn’t stop with tne whirling 
of a few cyclones from the Kansas River to Cape 
Cod; that is merely an incident; their real effect 
is to be seen in the greater miracles that are being 
wrought in the development of all the marvelous 
resources of ahitherto unknown and unappre- 
ciated country—and the more the work of devel- 
opment progresses the more the possibilities and 
capabilities of development become apparent, 
until the man would be bold indeed who would 
asstime to measure the power and oveney of the 
railway and the ditch, or to set a ras So tee re- 
sults that shall be accomplished or (éwictories 
over nature that shall be achieved, even within 
the next decade. To get a good idea of the 
physical revolution at is now in prog- 
ress throughout the. district of country re- 
ferred to one has only to look at what has al- 
ready been accomplished. The Town of Albu- 
arqse furnishes one of the best illustrations 

t could be found. Here, in the very heart of 
the arid regions, has grown up in the last ten 
years one of the most prosperous and enterprisi 
towns in the West—one that is already recognize 
as the great commercial half-way house between 
the Missouri River and the Pacific coast—and 
one whose growth, not spasmodic or mushroom- 
like, but solid, regular, and durable, astonishes 
even those who have witnessed it, while all the 
surrounding circumstances point with unerring 
certainty to the fact that what has already been 
done is only the beginning. The elements of 
wealth which lie hidden in the soil of these val- 
leys and plains, ores in these mountains which are 
now known to be vast storehouses of the 
precious metals, are. beyond contemplation, and 
the field which they offer for profitable employ- 
ment of the surplus labor and capital of the 
East cannot be measured. When the resources of 
this region, of which we only begin to have the 
faintest conception, shall be thoroughly known 
and the work of development which can hardly 
be said to have yet commenced shall be carried 
to that point to which 'we know American enter- 
prise and American money will soon drive it, who 
can estimate the number of the population to be 
profitably employed in the diversified industries 
of such a country ur the size and importance of 
the city which has already been designated by the 
order of nature and the enérgy of man as the 
commercial entrepot for all the products of this 
region and the distributing = for all the vast 
and varied stores of supplies

Little Physical Exercise Day by Day 


Helps to Clear Little Brains and Make | 


Sounder Little Bodies—An Important 
Branch of the School System—Superin- 
tendent Howland Wants a _ Separate 
School for Tough Street Boys. 

‘*Raise dumbbells forward, bend arms, 
straighten forward the lower, Begin: 1—2— 
4." | 

This is only one of many hundred move- 
ments which are being practiced every school 
day in the year by the boys and girls in Chi- 
cago’s public schools. The members of the 
Board of Education were slow to show their 
belief in the old aphorism ‘* mens sana in cor- 
pore sano’’ by establishing a physical culture 
branch as a part of the public-school system, 
but when once they made a move in that di- 
rection they were anxious to’extend the exer- 
cises to every school in the city. 

When, Nov. 4, 1885, the Board of Educa- 
tion appointed Henry Suder, instructor at the 
North Side Turner. Hall and a graduate of the 
Normal Training-School of Milwaukee, as a 
speoial teacher of physical culture it was a 
test. Prof. Suder had only four schools to 
teach then—the old Douglas on the South 
Side, the Brown and King Schools on the 
West Side,.and the Lincoln on the North Side. 
The pupils became at once interested in the 
new departure, and the teachers were quick 
to notice an improvement in the discipline 
and mental work of their classes, 

In 1886 the board extended the physical-cult- 
ure classes to all the grammar schools in the 
city and eight special teachers were appoint- 
ed to assist Prof. Suder. In January, 1889, 
the system was introduced into all the pri- 
mary departments of the city and four teach- 
ers were added to, the physical-culture staff. 


USING THE DUMBBELLS. 


In the following May exercises were com- 
mencedg in the North, South, and West 
Division High-Schools, Henry B. Camann, a 
graduate of the Milwaukee Norma! Training 
School, being appointed to conduct the classes 
in those schools. 

In addition to Prof. Suder and Mr. Camann, 
the following teachers comprise the physical- 
culture staff: Grammar schools—Herman 
Hein, Oscar Weinbrod, August Zapp, Wilham 
Kopp, Henry Hartung, Alvin Kindervater, 
Otto Greubel, F. oD. Brasius.’ Primary 
schools—Ernst Hibbeler, F. L. Jahn, Alfred 
E. Belitz, Carl Graner, Charles Cobelli, Jo- 
seph Grundhofer, and Mr. Ferdinand Rheil: 

n the primary schools the pupils are ex- 
ercised in calisthenics only. These exer- 


| cises consist of simple muscular movements 


of the arm and foot, arm and _ trunk, trunk 
and foot, and marching and breathing exer- 
cises. The arrangement is such that all parts 
of the buly are brought’ into play during the 
lesson. A number of the simple exercises 
used in the primary schools are executed in 
alternation in two instead of four counts, For 
instance, when one arta is raised the other is 
lowered. These counter and dissimilar exer- 
cises when executed by a class divided into 
two sections present a beautiful picture, and 
the interest shown by the children is asource 
of much encouragement to the teachers. The 
primary departments are visited by the teach- 
ers twice each month. 

In the grammar schools smooth. wooden 
wands an inch in diameter and three feet long, 
and. wooden dumbbells, shellaced, having a 
combined weight of one pound, and 
eleven inches 5 ol 
the physicial training of the scholars. 
Wand and dumbbell exercises are prac- 
ticed once a week in all the grammar 
schools, and once a week the pupils are put 
through calisthenic exercises.

It is in the North, South, and West Division 
High Schools that physicial culture is most 
practiced and appreciated. The average high- 
school boy or girl is old enough and wise 
enough to understand that if the body is neg- 
lec the mind will get the worst of: it in the 
end. The high schools have more facilities to 
practice andithe pupils enjoy the physicial-cult- 
ure lessons because they are a relaxation, tf 
nothing else.- Mondays and Thursdays of each 
week Mr. Camann visits the South Division 
High School and instructs the classes between 
the hours of 9:45 a.m.,and1:15p. m. The 
assembly hall on the$top floor ig an admira- 
ble place for the exercises to be held in, and a 
piano gives a zest and spirit to the movements 
which are lacking in the other schools. Light 
clubs are also used in the South 
Division High School and form the

The regular teachers occasionally take part in 
the exercises and a number of teachers whose 
schools are in the southwest part of the city 
are intinbers of a Ladies’ Gymn 
which has rooms at Halsted and Thirty-fourth 
streets, McCamann, the high school teacher, 
being the instructor. 

| What It Costs the City. 

The} cost of maintaining the physical culture 
branch in the schools is not great. The salary 
list for eighteen teachers amounts to $17,200 
per year, and the cost of the wands, dtmb- 
bells, ‘andiclubs ig not calculated to bankrupt 
the Board of Education. 

Superintendent Howland and Messrs, Suder 
and Camann are advocates of gymnasiums in 
connettion with the three principal high 
schools of the city. An appropriation of $500 
for each school would pay for sufficient appa- 
ratus, Mr. Camann thinks. 

“ You see just as good physical exercises in 
our public schools,’ said Superintendent How- 
land, “tas there are to be seen anywhere. 
There jis a marked improvement, so the teach- 
ers say, in the discipline and accomplishments 
as well as the physical bearing of their classes, 
since {this branch was established in all the 
schools. You see no pale faces and thin, bent 
forms at the desks now, The boys and girls 
walk erect and have a healthy glow on their 
faces, besides taking a more lively interest in 
their studies. 

‘* While ‘talkirig about our schools let me tell 
you that there is a‘erying need for two or three 
institutions similar to the private one at Nor- 
wood Park as am adjunct to our public-school 
system, The necessity has been increased 
since the Compulsory Education ordinance 
came into force, The dirty ragamuftins which 
the truant officdrs pick up daily on the streets 
are both physieally and morally unfit to asso- 

ciate with the clean, respectable boys and girls 
in our schools. They are a dangerous con- 
tamination,

At such an _ institution those who 
wouldn’t study should be. set to work 
handling a plane or a hoe, and when they had 
learned a trade ithey should be paid for what 
their work was-worth while in the institution 
and given a financial start in life for them- 
selves, This unruly truant class of scholars 
need vigorous discipline and correction, which 
they cannot get in our schools. I have agi-

PaMONG THE “HEN-WIVER” 


THE GENTLE ART OF CHICKEN RAISING 
PASSING INTO THE HANDS OF GIRLS, 


A Tired Sewing Woman Who Found Health 
in the Work and a Smart Typewriter 
Who Exchanged Her Rémington for an 
Incubator and Made Money by the 
Transfer—Stories About Chickens and 
Chicken Raisers. 


A quondam chicken farmer, who was at the 
Fat-Stock Show the other day, noticed that 
thére was a deplorable lack of knowledge 
among the visitors about modern fashions of 
raising poultry. Only an otcasional observer 
among those who gathered around the incu- 
bators seemed really to bélieve that the in- 
genious machines were used in hatching just 
such gorgeous games and burly Brahmas as 
they had a few minutes before been admiring. 
Some of then: thought that incubators were 
merely expensive toys; others that they were 
useful for raising broiling chickens, but pullets 
hatched in them would never pay. 

It is amusing to-hear What odd ideas as to 
incubators people believe in. Nevertheless, 
their use has revolutionized the poultry world. 
A few years ago hatching chickens meant let- 
ting the hen find the most inaccessible holes, 
under barn floors, or in a hay-loft, and then, 
if dogs, weasels, * rats, and such small deer ”’ 
left any of her eggs, Daine Partlet appeared 
with her brood. If her owner was of a thrifty 
turn she was apt to be imprisoned in a coop; 
if he was not, she was allowed to lead her 
chicks 9 the long, wet grass, till, one by 
one, half of them had dropped out of the 
ranks. But the poultry-fever, like other epi- 
demics, thade people think about a neglected 
point. Things have changed for the better, 
and now on most farms the chicken depart- 
ment pays the best dividends. Women have 
taken the work in hand, and so of course it is 
well done. | 

In the old days farmers’ wives and daugh- 
ters avoided all out of door work, but lately 
they have discovered the flavor and delight 
life gains whén it is full of sunshine and open 
air. They find it is easier to feed chickens 
than “‘farm hands”’, that building coops is 
more diverting work than sewing. They 
find also that it adds something to the thank- 
fulness of Thanksgiving to have sold a goodly 


um ber of fat turkeys, especially if one still 


has a few which are to bring the better prices 
of Christmas markets. The modern ultry 
farmer, in most cases, relies for her income 
on selling plenty of eggs, simply as **‘ market 
i open to suspicion; 

as ** new-laid eggs,’’ stamped with date and 
farmer’s name, because she is supposed to 
vouch for their respectability; or as 
for  hatching,”’ which bring 

all the way from five 

cents to $5each, She who can persuade her 
hens to lay at Christmas time will be able to 
keep that holiday liberally. The people who 
have incubators are then scouring the country 
for supplies of fresh eggs, and notable house- 
Wives are outbidding eager restauranteurs. 
Or perhaps the henwife “‘goes in” for raising 
**spring chickens,’’ possibly on the gigantic 
scale of the ‘“‘broiler’’ establishments at 
Hammonton in New Jersey, where 8,000 
chicks chirp under one roof. More probably, 
though, hers is the modest style of a certain 
little country dressmaker who coaxes a few 
hens to sit in her cellar in December, and 
gets a tidy sum for plump ‘“ two-pounders ”’ 
in April, She says.her health is better when 
she is forced to put aside her sewing once 
every two hours through the day in order to 
feed the chicks their pudding of liver and 
corn-meal, and that she gets as much from 
her spring chickens as from her spring gowns. 
Another plucky girl was a typewriter in 
New York until her’ health broke down and 
her nerves refused to bear any longer the 
clatter of her machine. She was not of 
thé kind who despair, and so, promptly ex- 
changed her ‘* Remington ”’ for an incubator-- 
there are usually people who have incubators, 


} and want typewriters instead, ready waiting for 


the people who, having typewriters, long for 
incubators—hired a sandy patch of a farm out 
on Long Island, and went to work at all the 
diiferent branches of the “* chicken business,” 
It is far better, if one can do so, to choose one 
of those paths and keep to it, put she had _ lit- 
tle capital and was obliged at_first to earn 
money in any way that offered itself. She 
bought eggs which she knew were fresh 
from less canny farmers in her neigh- 
borifood, scoured them, stamped them 
with the name of her farm, and sold. them in 
New York at Christmas for fifty cents 4 dozen, 
and all the year for prices which well reward- 
ed her. She bought scraggy young chickens 
at 15 cents and sold them, ‘“‘ fat and fair,’’ for 
75. She raised Pekin ducks, which are profit- 
able creatures. She raised pug puppies, too, 
keeping them and her brooders of chicklings 
and iggy gy all in the same big warm room, 
where the latter were protected by wire 
‘*rims”’ from being devoured by the former. 

As time went on she gave her attention 
more especially to the ducks, sending “green 
peas’’ ducklings to the insatiable New York 
restaurants. They were the drollest little 
things during their short lives, coming into the 
world on a broad grin, and keeping it up 
through infaney, asif laughing at the thought 
of how queerly they once were rolled up in 
their shells like'so many balls of tape. That 
farmer forgot her nerves and .grew rosy and 
serene at her work, which, though hard enough, 
she found full of interest. 

One other young woman who began farm- 
ing with an infinitesimal capital raised myri- 
ads of broiling chickens without any incu- 
bator and with only afew hens by making 
those hens sit again and again. She put the 
chickens as soon as they were hatched into a 
triangular pen of boards built on asunny 
grass plot. One angle of the pen was roofed 
and under the roof was a home-made brooder, 
constructed of a soap box, a tin of hot water, 
and a yellow lambskin rug condemned as too 
shabby for indoors. That pen was christened 
‘* The Orphan Asylum ” by its owner’s village 
friends and was the delight of them all. The 
old doctor brought a_ great. buffalo 
robe which his puppy - had _ torn 
to throw over the asylum on cold spring 
nights. Other visitors offered crackers and 
cakes, in spite of which the orphans flourished. 
Thirty of them deserted the asylum in a body 
one day. A motherly Plymouth Rock was es- 
tablished in a coop near by, and at the sound 
of her clucking wstinct revived in the or- 
phans’ hearts, and they crowded in about the 
old hen, who accepted them all as a gift from 
a liberal Providence, Such foundling chick- 
ens grow as tame as Mary’s lamb, and often 
on going to the piazza to meet her visitors the 
farmer was followed by atrain of orphans. 
And reading on the lawn of a summer even- 
ing she would raise her eyes from her book to 
see before heralong row of gawky, half- 
grown Langshans mutely begging for their 
supper. 

ncubators are almost essential to chicken 
farmers nowadays. Even if one is not going 
to do anything on a grand scale, it is a much 
simipler way to start one’s machine at its 
winter’s work than ‘to wait impatiently till 
wilful “‘biddies” decide to sit,and then to induce 
them to take the nests one has made ready for 
them, and then, too, too often to weep over 
the precious eggs which they have deserted. 
Still, though better than hens, incubators are 
*‘kittle eattle.”’ The number of dreadful 
things that may happen to them is amaz- 
ing. The thermometers in most of 
them are marked across the degree 
at which the temperature must be kept, and 
the damage that will be done by a rise or fail 
depends on how far the mercury wanders 
from that magical mark. ‘ Self-regulators ”’ 
only regulate theinselves when everything is 
made easy for them. Unless the machinery 
is in perfect order the ventilators will not act, 
and then the eggs are- chilled or baked, as the 
case may be. That is bad enough if they have 
been lately put in, but is more deeply de- 
pressing if they have been “‘ tested ’’—that is, 
ldoked through and havé bee: found to con- 
tain living embryos, various compounds of 
ray and cuttlefish, waving hideous arms as 

ey dance about in the egg.

versity, and, after having been driven by ne- 
cessity from one part of the city to another, 
has at last secured a handsome home of its 
own. 

Organization of the Hospital. 

In 1865 Dr, Mary Harris Thompson, then 
and now at the head of the surgical staff, or- 
ganized the hospital. It grew out of the 
philanthropic work done during the war by the 
women of Chicago among the diers and 
their families, The hospital took care of the 
wives and children the soldiers left behind. 
The first structure was a rough shelter, where 
food, clothing, and medicines were dispensed. 
The women and children were under the spe- 
cial care of Dr. Thompson, who saw the neces- 
sity of a hospital for those poor who had to 
walk many miles to be treated. 

A meeting was called for the pornos of 

establishing one by the Rev. W. H. Ryder, 
and a hospital association was organized with 
thirty members. Dr, Thompson was made 
resident physician, with a consulting staf¥ of 
eight others. The first money given was $100 
by F. B. Gardner, who raised $900inore The 
first building occupied was a small, old- 
ioned house at Rush and Indiana streets. 
a year the hospital was moved to. larger quar- 
ters on Ohio street, near Clark. Here it was 
established for over -three years, and then 
moved to No. 402 North State street, _ 

The big fire swept the building away and 
once more the search for other quarters bé- 
gan. While the twelve paren of the hos- 
pital’ were lying but illy sheltered on the 
prairie near Fullerton avenue, Dr. Thompson 
was making her way through the ruins of the 
city searching for quarters. On West Adams 
street she found a large three-story dwelli 
which she engaged: The patients were mov 
in and the Relief and Aid agents fitted up 
the building and filled it with women and 
children, victims of the fire. The hospital 
was afterwards disunited from the Relief and 
Aid Society, being given $25,000 for the pur- 
chase of a site fur an institution. 

At Paulina and Adams streets a piece’ of 
ground 150x130 feet was purchased. A darge 
brick building stood on it. This was remod- 
eled, the repairs costing $38,000. This money 
was collected by Dr. Thompson, who went to 
New York and Boston for that puirpose. In 
1876 the institution was incorporated.

1883, when Dr. Thompson came to the conclu- ' 


sion that a larger structure, capable of ac- 


commodating all worthy sufferers, was neces-. 


sary. Following her suggestions Architect 
Otto Matz designed a handsome’ structure. ° 
With these plans she began the work of rais- 
ing funds. Mrs. Mancel Talcott ini- 
tiated the movement by giving 
$1,000. Later, when the building was 
being constructed, Mrs. Talcott gave $15,000 
more in cash and building material. While 
the new structure was still a vision of the fut- 
ure a man and woman called at the en om 
and asked permission to imspect the place, 
They went through the institution, and next 
day Dr. Thompson received a check e: mS. 
y W. 
H. Murry. Ground was then broken 
and the new 0obuilding was completed 
in December, 1886. The structure is now free 
from debt, and the property is valued at $100,- 
000. The building is a five-story one, built of 
brick and stone. With the exception of the 
engineer the working force of the titution 
is composed of women. _The elevator, even, 
is run by a woman. Philanthropic contribu- 
tions, not only from Chicagoans but from 
all over the country, pay the expenses 
of the institution. A part of this payment is 
also made by patients who can afford to reim- 
burse the hospital for good treatmmént and 
careful nursing. | . 

A training school for nurses is an important 
feature of the hospital. The instituhon con- 
tains eighty beds, twenty of which dre in pri- 
vate rooms. | 

In yiew of the importance of thie charity 
the performances to take place for its benefit 
are expected to be liberally patronized.

The annual season of opera in New York 
was inaugurated at the Metropolitan Opera- 
House Wednesday evening, Nov. 26. -The cir- 
cumstances surrounding this year’s resump- 
tion of grand opera in New York are of @ par- 
ticularly gratifying nature, demonstrating, as 
they do, the stability and independence to 
which the institution has attained, as well as 
the growing musical taste and interest in 
musical matters of the general as well ab the 
cultivated public. ‘“* Asrael,’’ the work chosen 
for the initial performance of this sea- 
son, is one which had never been pro- 
duced in America. A few years since Theo- 
dore Thomas performed some selections from 
the music of this opera, but it had 
never before been presented in its entirety. 
Of the artists participating in the production 
three were entirely unknown to the public, 
with one—the tenor—assuming his réle, the 

rincipal one in the pees, Sot e first.time in 

is experience. Under such circumstances one 
might well have had fears for the outcome. 
But, as_a result of careful preparation and ad- 
mirable management, the affair passed off 
smoothly and takes its place in the already 
long list of successful undertakings of the 
footings opera organization of the country. 
Apro of permanent opera, it is to be ho 
that Chicago will sometime be the home of an 
institution of this kind. We already possess 
the finest hall in the -world. The Auditorium 
cannot be said to equal the Paris Grand Opera- 
House in paint: of elaborate decoration 
but from standpoint of practical 
utility and such matters as the seating 
arrangement and capacity, ucoustic proper- 
ties, harmonious decoration, and general con- 
venience it is unsurpassed by any existing 
structure. The music of “ Asrael’’ is by the 
Baron Alberto Franchetti, an Italian by birth 
but apparently a Gernvan in his tendenciesgas 
he eye in Dresden and chooses the German 
school as a foundation for his works. The 
libretto is the work ef one Ferdinand Fontana, 
and is thus spoken of by the New York Times: 
‘** Sig. Fontana has put no bridle on his a 
ination, but has permitted it to stray at will, 
and the results are bewildering. Perchance 
there will be today (viz. ; the day following the 
rformance) those who will believe that the 
ibretto of *Asrael’ is almost as dark and 
mysterious as that of ‘Il Trovatore.’ Sig. 
Fontana has borrowed from Oriental litera- 
ture the name but not the nature of his lead- 
ing character.”’ cy 
his is not the Asrael of the Koran or of 
mythology. He is, on the contrary, an in- 
consistent person, sometimes angel, some-' 
times devil, .and ultimately a redeemed human 
being of Roman Catholic faith. Sig. Fon- 
tana’s heaven is quite as inconsistent as his 
spirit. Itisa pretty blue and white heaven 
with regulation wi angels. It is a Roman 
Catholic heaven, however, and we learn that 
even the angels are obliged to approach the 
throne of grace through the intercessien of 
the Virgin. Perhaps Sig. Fontana has fol- 
lowed this plan from. loyalty to his mother 
church (which was rather hard on Franchetti, 
an Orthodox Hebrew), or it may be that he 
discerned in the employment of the Virgina 
means of escape from confrontment with 
certain troublesome problems in regard toa 
visible embodiment of the Trinity, together. 
with the certainty of giving offense. As it is, 
his heaven is not likely to bring the blush of 
anger to the cheek of piety, and the decora- 
tions are in such good taste that the occu- 
pants of the boxes will feel quite at home. 

As for Sig. Fontana’s hell, that is all right. 
We have had hell on the operatic stage so 
often that we do not mind it now. And this 
is the good old-fashioned red, yellow, and 
black hell of the Ritter von Gluck. The 
devils are just the same; they wear bat’s 
wings and silk tights; they are shapely, and 
hold their hands over their heads and caper 
about. They contrive to keep up an appear- 


paniment of dissonant music. 

The opera opens in these cheerful infernal 
regions -with a dance of demons, which is 
strangely reminiscent of the bacchanalian fes- 
tivities in the first scene of ‘* Tannhduser.”’ 
The reminiscences are in the music and flow 
on without a break until interrupted by a 
passage for piccolo and flute, which brings up 
memories of the entrance of the soldiergin 
“Carmen’’ with picturesque force. «&éter The 
ballet Asrael, a melancholy spirit in a black 
velvet cloak,enters and bewails his sad fate. 
It appears that he has been enticed away from 
Heaven by the spirits who rebeled under Lu- 
cifer, and that he is very unhappy because he 
is now separated from his wife, an angel like 


himself. And they were married in a Chris- | 


tian Heaven,where there is said to be “‘ neither 
marrying nor giving in marriage.”’ 

A turther perusal of the plot of the Fran- 
chetti-Fontana opera shows that Asrael is per- 
mitted to take up a conditional residence 
upon the earth for a year, and Nefta, his 
angel wife, is allowed to descend to the earth, 
in mortal guise, for the purpose of redeeming 
him. Asrael, meanwhile, has become in- 
volved in some amorous difficulties strikingly 
like those of ‘‘Tannhd&user,’’ and at the 
critical moment he is rescued from disaster 
“| the prompt appearance and intervention 
of Nefta, now known as Sister Clothilde. 
After some further annoying delays in the 
process, Asrael is finally saved, the opera 
terminating in Heaven with the rather 
mundane observation of Asrael to his wife: 
“Thou art Heaven to me Nefta.”’

Blindness in Russia. 

The numberof blind persons in Russia is enor- 
mous. An offi¢ial census in 1886 has established 
the fact that there existed in Russia-in-Europe, 
properly. called, in Poland, and in the Caucasus, 
189,872 blind persons of both sexes—94,056 males 
and 95,815 females; whereas there are only 188,812 
blind persons in the whole of Western Europe 
and 22,402 only inthe New World. The propor- 
tion in Russia is 21 to 10,000;itis 25 for men in 
the Caucasus and 14 for women. This proportion 
‘is reduced to 7 per 10,000in Poland. Thus blind- 
ness is twice as frequent in the Caucasus as it is 
in Russia, and three times more frequentin Rus- 
sia than in Poland.—St. Petersburg Letter.
